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YT Rnity and well-beloved,, We preet you well;-;,We call 
to mini that in former times rhe conttant caſtom was, 
by the mouth of the Lord Keeper for therime being, at

neceſſury for the preſent , for the good government of the 

KingJlome.: This courſe in Our judgement we doe well ap- 

prove of, Thit althouzh Wewant tic opportunity,viuch We 

and Our Predecefiors. then had, of communicating Our 
thoughts tg our Julges, for the good of our people,yet We 

Ko (till retaine the {ame care for the ſafety and proſperity of 

Our good Subjeas: And much more, by how much 

the diſtempers and diſtrations of rhe preſent times , 

unhappily falkn, have given us more occalton. ;. Vee have 

thereforz thought ir fit, ro ſupply the defe& by theſe Oar 

Letters ; wherein , beſides the generall care of Our juſtice, 

committed toUs by God, andby Us delegated to. Our Jud- 

ges by Oar ſeverall Commiſſions, We recommendunto you 
1n your Circuits,as Ve (hall do to the reft of your Brethren 
in their feverall Circuirs, theſe pirticulars following, 

Firſt, that you take care, by all the beſt meanes you can 
to ſuppreſſe Popery inall thoſe Counties whither youare to 
goe, by putting the Lawes made againf\ then 1n due executi- 
-0N: And that you take like carc to give a ſtop to theover-ha- 
ſy growth of Anabaprifme; and other Schiſmes, as faras by 
the good Lawes of the: Land you may ; and to puniſh the De, 
linquents with an-equall hand:, and thoſe ſpecially of cither 
ſort whom you ſhall diſcover to be ſeditious ſtirrers and 
movers of others to any Acts of diſobediencetoUs , and 
Gur government; and that 1n your Gharge, and otherwiſe ,as 
you {hall have fit opportunity, you aſlure our good Sub- 
je&s in Our name, and in the w ord of a King, who cals God 
70 witneſſe, that by his gracious aſkltance we are conſtantly

reſolved to maintaine the true Proteſtant Religion , eſtabli- 
ſhed by Law in this Church of Epelan, in the purity there- 
of,without declining cither to the right hand or to the left , 
as we found it at Our accefſe to the Crowne , and as 1t was 
maintained in the happy times -of Quzenc Elizabeth, and 
King Fames Our deare Father, both of happy memory , and 
rhercin both to live and dye. 

Secondly , you ſhall ler Our People of thoſe Counties 
know,tazt, according to Our Kingly duty and Oh, Weare 
alſO conſtantly'reſolved to maintaine the Lawes of this Our 
Kingdome; and by, and according to them to governe Our 
Subjects, and not by any Arbitrary power , whatſoever tne 
Malevolent Spirits of any 11] affe&ed to Our Perſon or Go- 
vernment, have ſuggeſted , or ſhall ſuzgeft ro-the contrary. 
Andthat we fhall alſo maintain the juſt Priviledges of Parli- 
ament,as far as ever Our Predeceflors have done,and as far as 
may ftand withthat juſtice which We owe to Our Crowne, 
and ti;e honor thereof: but that VVe may not, nor will admit 
of any ſuch unwarranted porwer, in either, or both Houſes of 
Patliament, which inſome things hath beene lately uſurped, 
not onely without , but againſt Our Royall Conſenr'and 
Command, And We require and command you , as there 
(hallbe juſt occafton offer2d, 1na legall way , that you take 
care to preſerve Our juſt right in theſe cafes. 

Thirdly, We charge you, as ycu tender the peace of this 
Kingdome, inthe Government whereot , according tothe 
Lawes,you Our Judges of the Law have a principall part ur.- 
der Us, that you take care for ſuppreſſing of all InſurreQi- 
ons, it any ſuch ſhould happen, and of all Riots and unlaw- 
full Aſſemblies under any pretence whatſoever , not warran- 
ted by the Laws of this Land ; and whoſoever ſhalltrangreſle 
therein, that you let them know that they muſt expect that 
puniſhment which by the Law may be infliged upon them , 
and at your hands We ſhall looke for ſuch an account here-

in,within your Circuit, as becommeth the quality of the 
p lace wherein you lerve Us. 
_ Fourthly, becauſe the diſtempers of the preſent times, un- 
happily ſtirred up and fomented by ſome , under ſpeczous, 
bur unjuſt pretences , and probable to ſtir uplooſe and un- 
governed people, under hope of impurity,as tar as they dare 
£5 make a prey tf. Our good Subjedts , Wee ftraitly charge 
ani command you to take the beſt order you can in thoſe 
Counties, that Rogues, Vagabonds , and other diſorderly 
peryple may be apprehended, dezlt with and puniſhed accor- 
ding to the Lawes , whereby the good ana quiet p2ople of 
Our Kingdome may bz ſecured, 2nd the wicked and licentt«. 
ons may be ſuppreſſed: and We charge and command you 
ro give it inchargein all the Counties whither you are ſent 
by: Our Commiſkons, that Watches and Wards be ſtraitly 
kept in all Pariſhes and places conventent,whereby the Laws 
made againſt ſuch diſorders may be pur in due exccution. 
Fifthly , and laſtly , you ſþall ler Cur people of thoſe 
Counties know from Us, and. by Our Command, that if 
they ſhall p-ofefleunto Us, or unto you 1n Our ſtead, any 
thing-wherzin they hold themfelvesgrieved,in an Fumble and 
6:ting way,and ſhal defire a juſt Reformation or reliefe, Ve 
ſh ill give a gracious eare unto them , and withall conveni-« 
ence returne thei ſuch an anſwer, as ſhall give them cauſe to 
thnke Us for Our Juſtice and Favour : and when you ſhall 
hve publiſhed Our cleare intentions to Our people in theſe 
things , leſt at the firſt hearing they ſhould not fo fully ap- 
p*chend Our ſ-nſe therein, you ſhall deliver a Copy of theſe 
Oar Lettersto the Fore-man of rhe Grand: Jury, and to any 
Other, if any one ſhall deſire Copies of thele Our Letters 
for their better information ; and to the endrthat- Our ſervi-- 
cesinyour Circuit may: not ſuffer through the abſence of 
Qarlerwned Counſeli, Our Will ana Command is, that you 
aMzne iacvery placeof your Seſſions ſome of the ableſt Law- 
yers
